I told him that it con- 
tained many of my notes and mark- 
ings, and that I needed it to use in 
preaching. He was anxious to get off 
| Rome, and begged me again to sell it. 
j Replying that I still needed it to 
preach at least once more, he said, 
‘very well; I shall wait until you have 
preached, and then you must sell it.” 
So finally I yielded and let him have 
it. I hated to give up ™my own copy, 
with those notes I needed, but I felt 
that a book so earnestly -desired 
would surely be read and studied.” 

In Bolivia with its preponderantly 
Indian population, complete New 
Testaments in both the main Indian 
languages — Quechua and Aymara, 
‘are available through the Bible So- 
ciety.

(By Rev. C. R. Rudd) 


Although production of Scriptures 
by the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety has tripled in the past ten years 
there are still hundreds of thousands: 
of dollars worth of orders that cannot 
be filled due to lack of funds, reports 
the Rev. K. G. McMillan, general sec- 
retary for Canada, Sine 70% of its 
Scriptures are sold at less than cost, 
tthe increasing .demand calls for al 
larger subsidiary. 

Mr. MeMillan emphasized that while 
tthe British and Foreign Bible Society 
fhas been at work for 154 years, the 
effort to proyide ‘Scriptures for the 
world is really in its infancy, the rate 
fof literacy is expected to 
from its 17% to 50%, and the popula- 
‘tion of nearly 400 million is growing 
by five million a year. 

This situation, as applied to other 
countries as well, presents the great- 
est challenge of all time to the Bible 
Societies,

WHAT'S BEHIND 
THE LABEL ON A 
CAN OF PEAS? 


When you look at the label on a can 
of vegetables or fruit, how many 
clues do you find about the food ins 
side — or, do you read the printing? 
If your answer is negative, then 
you're probably “missing the boat,’ 
for wise shoppers know that the label 
is their key to quality. 


The Home Economists of the Con- 


sumer Section thought it would be 
interesting to find out just how many) 
different things are printed on the 
labels. So, they selected 6 cans of 
peas to use an an example. On one 
of the labels they found 13 different 
‘printed items including the picture! 
and altogether on the 5 labels there 
were 18 various types of information. 

Perhaps you know that all abels 
used ‘by the packer must first be ap- 
proved by the head of the Fruit and 
Vegetable Division of the Department. 
of Agriculture. This is to assure that 
they give a true description of the, 
contents. The government regula- 
tions for canned fruits and vegetables 
require that certain information ap- 
pear on all labels. For canned peas 
the following must be shown: 

(1) (Name and address of the pack- 
er — so that complaints and compli- 
ments about the food may be directed 
to them. 

(2) The true and correct name of 
the product — in this case, PEAS. 

(3) The grade — Canada Fancy, the 
highest grade for special purposes 
where appearance is especially im- 
portant (e.g. Buttered Peas); Canada

STIRLING CENTENNIA 


The following description of Stir- 
ling appeared in the 1860-61 volume 
of the Hastings County Directory? 
The Village of Stirling was incorp- 
orated in 1858. It is situated in the 
Townhip of Rawdon, is surrounded 
by a good agricultural country, and 
being in a central position commands 
a large trade. Its buildings are of an 
excellent class, well finished, and 
composed of durable material. It has, 
made rapid progress within the past 
few years, and from its natural posi- 
tion, and having an enterprising and 
wealthy people, is destined to become 
an important Inland Town.
